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Death of a Pioneer. 


Uncle Samu el Bix by , at bis home 
abou t three miles northwest of Amboy , 
died y esterday afternoon, after an ill­ 
ness of sev eral y ears, at the adv anced 
ag e 1 . 80 y ears. 
Deceased was born and reared in 
Vermont, bu t came to Lee cou nty from 
Hornby , New' York in 1814, and pu r­ 
chased the claim of Rev , Joseph Gard­ 
ner on what is now' known as Cru mble 
Lane, where ho haH ev er since resided. 
He was the only su rv iv ing member of 
the first Baptist chu rch in that locality 
and his hou se was the stopping place 
of pioneer ministers of all denomina­ 
tions. 
His first wife died many y ears 
ag o. 
He loav es a second wife and fou r 
g rown children. 
The fu neral serv ices 
will be held at the homestead at two 
o’clock tomorrow (Su nday ) afternoon.

RELIC OF PAST AGE.

old newspaper, probably one of the* old­ 
est publications to be found in this 
country. 
It is The Virginia Gazette 
and Alexandria Advertiser, 
published 
in Alexandria. The copy is dated Thurs­ 
day, April 25, 1795*. 
The motto of the 
pajier, which is printed under the title, 
is as follows: 
O thou by w in »**1 alm ighty nod the scale 
< if ovipirct) rises or a lte rna te fall« , 
bend forth the saving virtue* 
round this land! 
There is no mention made of the 
names of the publishers or editors, hut 
an advertisement, which is inserted, 
ask s for rags, old seines, fishing nets 
and the lik e to be brought 
to the office, 
so that paper can be made 
from it. 
From this it would seem that the firm 
manufactured its own paper. 
In the news columns, which 
form but a 
small portion of the paper, 
the adver 
tiseniontH covering a greater part, is a 
dispatch dated London, 
Feb. 25 pre­ 
vious, giving an account of an insurrec­ 
tion in Ireland. There are also publish­ 
ed Paine’s reasons for preserving the 
life of Louis ( ’apet. 
The plan of the 
new French constitution is given and 
a number of dispatches from Paris ap­ 
pear. 
One of the most interesting advertise­ 
ments in the paper is that of a lottery. 
It states that it will be given by tie 
commissioner appointed to prepare tId• 
public buildings, etc., within the city 
of Washington for the reception of con 
gress and for their permanent residence 
after the year 1800. 
Samuel Blodgett 
was the agent for the affair in this city. 
The capital prize was a hotel, with all 
furnishings, valued at $50,000. There 
were cash prizes of $25,000, the whole 
amounting to $850,000. 
The lottery, 
by the way, was never held, as much 
opposition was developed against it, 
Samuel Blodgett was the one whose 
heirs claimed a large portion 
of the na­ 
tional capital. 
There are several advertisements for 
runaway slaves, offering rewards of 
from $0 to $H>. 
There is an offer of a 
reward of $40, which would seem large 
compared with those offered for tin- 
runaway slaves, for eight bushels of 
clover si*ed, stolen from Mount Vernon. 
The advertisement goes on to state that 
the clover seed was stolen from the 
granary and is supposed to have been 
tak en by negroes. 
It is signed by An­ 
thony Whiting, who was Washington's 
overseer. 
There is an advertisement 
111 the pa­ 
per of the celebrated horse Eclipse, from 
which many of the thoroughbred hors* s 
of the present 
day have descended. 
There is also an advertisement of the 
opening of the city tavern at the sign 
of the “ Bunch of (¡rapes” by John 
Wise. 
The 
statement is made that 
northern and southern mails will i.rrive 
at the office until Nov. 1 on Mondays, 
Wednesdays and Fridays at 6 p. m. 
On one of the pages is a song ei m- 
posed for Lodge No. 10 “ of Glumes 
town,” commonly called Portobacco, 
The paper consists of four pages of 
four columns each. 
The size of the 
sheets is about 12 by 18 inches. The 
paper was published Thursdays of each 
week . 
The s's were all lik e I s. 
The 
paper has been remark ably well pre­ 
served. — Washington Star.

Foirn ntations of hot or cold water are 
oft» *j very useful, and every one should 
k now how to give them. A flannel cloth 
may be folded, wrung out of hot or cold 
water as is desired and applied directly 
to the sk in. 
It is much better after 
wringing out the flannel as dry as de­ 
sired to fold it in a dry flannel cloth of 
one or two thick nesses before applying 
it to the patient. 
A little time is re­ 
q uired for the heat of the fomentation 
to penetrate the dry flannel, and thus 
the sk in is allowed an opportunity to 
acq uire tolerance for the heat, and a 
higher degree of temperature can be 
borne if the moist cloth is brought di­ 
rectly into contact with the surface. 
The outer fold of dry flannel will also 
serve to k eep the cloth warm by pre­ 
venting evaporation. 
A hot fomentation is sometimes need­ 
ed when 110 hot water is at hand. 
It is 
not necessary to wait for water to be 
heated in the usual way. Soak the flan­ 
nel in cold water, wring as dry as de­ 
sired, fold in a newspaper and lay upon 
the stove or wrap it about the stove­ 
pipe, 
In a few minutes it will be as 
warm as the patient can bear. 
The pa- 
p. r k eeps the 
pipe 
from 
becoming 
moistened by the wet flannel and at 
the same time prevents the flannel from 
being soiled by contact with the pipe. 
Fomentations thoroughly applied will 
relieve most of the local pains for which 
liniments, lotions and poultices are gen­ 
erally applied and are greatly to be pre­ 
ferred to these remedies since they are 
cleaner and aid nature more effectually 
in restoring the injured parts to a sound 
condition. 
The fomentation may be changed fre­ 
q uently, and after it has been removed 
massage may be given either by the per­ 
son 
himself 
or 
another, 
so 
as to 
strengthen tho part and promote a bet­ 
ter circulation of 
blood in it.—Ex­ 
change.

In the second place, the < m-niy may sup 
pose the peculiar {lay m ade to be a private 
convention, but if he intends so to imply 
by bis “ What did tha t m ean?” he is gr a ­ 
tuitously insulting his adversaries, be­ 
cause private conventions are k now n to be 
illegal anil generally btlieved tub e unge n­ 
tlem an Iv. In a gentlem en’s gam e it should 
surely be unnecessary to accuse anybody, 
even by im plication or innuendo, of using 
private conventions. 
B ut if your peculiar look ing play is 
neither a private convention nor a mere 
departure from routine w ithout special 
significance it m ust be a published, k now n 
and 
practiced artifice,

fesses liis ignorance of the scientific d e­ 
velopm ents of whist.

fore unw orthy of an expert. 
In short, unless there is a flaw in m y 
reasoning, the “ W hat did tha t m ean?” ul 
tho m odern w hist m a tch—w hich expres 
slon, by the way, is by no m eans confined 
to Plainfield, N. J . , — m ust he w rong am i 
ought to he abolished. 
To my m ind tho 
practice is a t once ridiculous and sha m e­ 
ful. 
Im agine a football captain aft 
1 r the 
adverse team had brok en through the line 
by a trick ask ing the other captain, “ Tell 
is how you did tha t?” 
He would 
be 
laughed a t for his pains. It is his business 
to k now enough football to und erstand the 
trick after seeing it w ork ed and thence­ 
forth to guard against it. Tho sam e a r gu­ 
m ent, it appears to uie, applies w ith eq ual 
force to a w hist m atch. 
“ What did tha t 
m ean?” is a ridiculous adm ission of lack 
of k now ledge and perception. 
lint it is also a sham eful reflection on 
the gam e if you regard it in a slightly d if­ 
ferent light. 
It implies tha t the w hist of 
today is so saturated w ith a rb itra ry and 
artificial conventions tha t no m an, how ­ 
ever intelligent and well posted, can pre­ 
sum e to be fam iliar w ith them all or to 
divine their m eanings by any logical pro­ 
cess of perception or inference. 
T hus 
viewed, the “ W hat did tha t m ean?” is 
eq uivalent to saying, “ You seem to be 
using a signal tha t has no foundation in 
the natura l order of the gam e and which 
may mean a ny thing you choose, and w hich 
i d o n’t consider legitim ate unless you ex ­ 
plain it to m e .” 
It. is a great pity tha t 
whist should have reached this stage of i l ­ 
logical, cut and dried, annoying conven­ 
tionality. 
N o w onder some authorities 
claim tha t any play which calls forth a 
“ What did tha t m ean?” from the adver­ 
saries is a private convention, pure and 
simploj even if it has been heard of and 
practiced before. 
I am m ore and more in­ 
clined every day to believe tha t no conven­ 
tion should ho allowed which cannot be 
understood 
w ithout 
explanation 
by a 
player of experience and sk ill. 
Many players of the routine school seem 
to think tha t conventionality is thuerow n- 
ing virtue of m odern w hist and tha t noth­ 
ing is just right unless it is conventional. 
One of these players, sitting the other day 
in a gam e of bridge whist, led a q ueen 
from k ing, q ueen and others, and his pa r t­ 
ner, denying him the k ing, w ent astray and 
by Ignorance of tho situation lost tho game. 
A fter it was all over the routinist ex 
plained, “ It was a straight q ueen lead, to 
show five.” 
“ Five bo ha nge d !” w as the 
pa rtne r’s response. “ I w ant to k now w hat 
you have, not how m a ny .”
